Regarding claims 2, 13 and 18 prior art teaches all limitations of the claims 

except a second look-back window of a second size for packets associated with a 
second service level, wherein the first look-back window is different than the second 
look-back window and the first size is different than the second size and the first service 
level is different than the second service level. 

This taken with other limitations of dependent claims is considered novel and 
non-obvious.
